The neck of the container has either an 
opening to accommodate an air filter or has a neck joint that is molded onto the neck of 
the container, or both. In at least one embodiment, the container also has a shoulder to 
assist retaining the dispensing head, and a second shoulder to form a maximum 
amount of actuation.--
